* Several hundred miles off the coast of Java, 
right out in: that partof the Indian Ocean that is 
most remote from the usual track of vessels, lies 
Christmas Island, a tiny islet, which, up to the 
year 18:8, was uninhabited, and to all practical 
purposes unknown, Firstsettled bya small party 
from the Cocos Islands, in this way it was 
brought under the notice of the Impcrial 
Government, and in June, 1888, a vessel of 
war—to wit, his Majesty's ship /utpericuse—~ 
was sent down from Singapore to annex the 
territory. This was accomplished without any | 
difficulty, and Christmas’ Island became a 
dependency of the Straits Settlements. Thus 
another lonely outpost was added tothe Empire,
